KNothing Contradictory There.

The personal organ of our democratic senator
conjures up & something “somewhat contradic-
tory” in the statement promulgated by John L.

It wants him to “explain how
wa are {o ‘expand our foreign trade' after we
have enacted high tariffs that will prevent the
introduction of foreign goods into this country,”
sod asks further, “How are the people of forelgn
nations to pay for our goods If we rafuse to buy
goods of them? Any couniry that does not im-
port as well an export cannol long engage in
forsign (rade at all.”

But the explanation is ma simple as A B ©,
It |s merely a question whether we shall import
goods from cheap labor countries In competition
with what could be produced here by well paid
Inbor, or import from those countries the raw
material for our manufacturers, and other
articles which do not deprive our wage-earners
of their legitimate work.

Never fear, there are plenty of things we
want, made in Burope and South America and in
the Orient, and all over the world, that we can-
not produce at all and which they are ready to
exchange for our products if the conditions of
trade are mutually beneficlal. We had a pro-
tective tariff almost continwously for fifly years,
during whick our foreign trade continued to in-
creare steadily, for the very reason rnat we thus
developed our own industrial resources and
talonts; otherwise we would still be an almost
wholly agricultural eountry, sending abroad the
yleld of farm, forest and mine, and Importing the
same materials back in their manufactured rorm.
No, there i no contradiction there at all,
DBullding up our home Industries also builds up
our foreign trade and alone can make us the
effective factor in world commerce we want to be.

Get the Money Back.
It is quite flattering to our state pride to
have the state treasurer tell us he has had In-
quiries from capitalists eager to Invest In Ne-
braska bonds and offering to loan us thelr
money at an interest rate of 3% per cept, This
is assuming that the capitalist has real money
and is In earnest and Is not relving on the com-
mon knowledge that we have no state bohds on
the market and are barred by our constitutlon
from f{esulng any. Nebraska, however, has a lol
of its trust funde Invested In securities of other

market is reaching a point where these long-
distance trust fund securities can be disposed of
without loss and the money brought bagk sgain
and put to work st home we should take sdvan-
tags of the situation, for in no other way can we
secure the fullest returns from our money.

In every line of Industry demanding
stesl, domestic consumers are experiencing dif-
ficulty In obtaining anything approaching prompt
delivery and from Washington comes the news
that construotion of naval vessels for which bids
were just recelved cannot be commeénced until
next summer. Bpurred on by the great increase
in traffie the rallroads are placing orders for
large amounts of equipment, increasing the un-
supplied orders and to complicate the situation
further Industries whose demands for wsteel
products are continuous are ordering largely for
the future to protect themselves agalnst increas-
Ing prices and possible fallure (o obtain the
goods when they are really wanted. While no one

First Proclamation
for Thanksgiving

HAT the !ast Thursday in November will be pet
aside by the President for a day of thanlkagiviag
and & general hollday is aiwaye taken for Eranted
boonuse of the yearly repetition of thia act since 1581
The most of us who read the newEpaper announce
ment of the day chosen have littie {dea of the com-
plitatod processes involved In the lssuance of the
annual prociamation

When Governor Bradford isaued the firet Thanks-
kKiving prociamation, he simply announced on Novem
ber 10, 1621, that December 11, 1871, would be ohserved
throughout the Plymouth Colony an & day of Thanke-
Kiving. He also appointed four men te “'go fowl-
Ing, that they might, after & more apecial manner,
rejoles togather.”

This was & most simple ceramony when contrasted
With the walght of detaill and labor which accompany
the issuanca of the proaclamatien of today. Formality
han been added to formality through the many years
of the ohssrvancs of the custom with the result that
the present method of giving this decument to the
public s m very serious and high ceremony

The president’s task lp no easy one—to pay In new
words, or In another manner what has heen sald mo
well and fittingly so many times bafore, Hut once tha
exact form has been decideqd upon and dictated 1o u
rtenogTapher & copy in made and sent to the Biate
depariment. Here one of the clerks who make a e
clalty of artistie penmanship engrosses It Upon parch
menit and it then returns to the Whitse Houss to re-
celve the presideni's signature. Then It travels back
to the State department, where the signature of the
pecreiary of state attesta that of the presidant, and
the great seal of the State department In then affixed

Afterward coplen of the document are written ott—
not typewritten—by clerks of the State department.
on the lemg sheeta of biue paper used for officlal cor-
respondence and sent to each governor of the states
and territories, who in turn makes a proclamation of
his own

But in the meantime the proclamation of the presl-
dent has been made public and the people all over
the country know what day has besn chosen for
Thanksgiving

The firat Thanksgiving day proclamation ever
Ivsued by m president was signed by George Wash-
Ington in 1788, and was made by sequest of hoth houses
of congress through thelr joint rommittes, ‘The text

"Now, therofore, T do rocommend and assign Thurs.
day, the 3th day of November next, to be davoted hy
the people of these states to the pervics of that great
and glotious Being, whn in the beneficent auther of
all the good that was. that is. or that will be. That
W# may then all unite in rendering unto Him our sin-
cere and humble thanks for His kind care and pro-
fection of the people of this country previous to their
becoming & nation; for the signal and manifold mer.
Gles and the Mvorable Interponitions of His providence
in the course and conclusion of the late war, for the
Kroat degree of tranquility, unlon and plenty which we
have sinee enjoyed; for the poaceable and rational
manner in which we have been enabled to estabijsh
constitutions of government for our safety and hap-
pineas, and partioularly the national one now Iately
instituted for the clivil and religlous Iiherty with
which we are bleased, and the means we have of ac.
quiring and diffusing useful knowledge, and In gen-
eral for all the great favors which He hath been
pleansed to confer upon us

UAnd also that we may then unite tn most humbile
offoring our prayers and supplications to the Grost
Lord and Ruler of nations, and beseech Him to par-
fon our national and other transgreasions: to enabie
us all, whethey in p:jlle or private statlons, to per-
form our several a relative dutlea properly and
punctually; to render our national government a bless-
Ing to the people by constantly belng a government
of wise, just and constitutional laws, directly and
falthfully executed and obeyed; to protect and guide
all sovereigne and nations (especially such as have
shown kindross to us), and to bless them with Fool
government. penca and concord; to promota the knowl
edge and practice of true religion and virtus, and the
Incrense of sulence among them and us; and wenerally
to grant unto all mankind such & degree of tomporal
proaparity as He slone knows to be best.
